OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 

The Fiylic Over ihe Franchise 
Sill— Our National Highway 
— Chinese luimigrrution. 

(From our .Special Correspondent) 

Ottawa, M.iy Oth. 
Practically there is n detidlock in parlia- 
ment. Although wo have been more than 
a fortnight disoussirig tho franchise bill, yet 
out of 03 clauses only three have been 
passed. Tho opposition are making a very 
■determined lifjlit, and goodness knows how 
tho thing is going to end. There is a very 
strong feuliug against the bill, while on the 
other hand one cannot hear much enthusiasm 
expressed in its favor. The government is, 
however, determined fo proHH it. Sir John 
bo announced at the party caucus on Wed- 
nesday, and no matter how vigorously tho 
grits may light, none tho less watchful will 
thff old war-horse be to counteract their 
movements. As 1 intimated in my 
letter last week might occur, tho 
house sat from Thursday afternoon 
until Saturday midnight, a period of 57 
hours. Technically the house could have 
continued to ait on Sunday, the Bossiou 
being that of Thursday, but neither party 
desired to strain a point at tho risk of 
breaking tho Sabbath. There was some- 
thing dramatic ab put the closing scenes of 
this long session. The debate, as your 
readers are aware, was on the clause giv- 
ing tho right of voting to tribal Indiana. 
-During tho discussion Sir John had stated 
that tho volo would bo given to every In- 
dian residing on a reservation if ho 
had the necessary property qualification, 
whether ho wore enfranchised or not. 
"Tho Indians in Manitoba and British Co- 
lumbia would be included in it; oven 
Poundniaker and big Bear would have 
the vote. As subsequent events havo 
proven, Sir John finds ho has made a mis- 
take in bringing forward such a radical 
proposition as this. His statement only 
strengthened the hands uf the opposition, 
intensilied tho light, and disgusted a large 
number of members of his own party. 
They ground they take, and with reason, 
I believe, is that before Sir John unfran- 
chises the Indians ho should give tho vote 
'to the white man. There are a number 
among us who have not tho franchise, al- 
though qualified by education, by tho 
ipayment of taxes, and by the perform- 
ance) of service to thu State. Why should 
.not our brave volunteers havo the vote 
an preference to the wretches who are 
now wielding tho scalping knife against 
tho honest settlers of tku Northwest i 
Thoso wt'ro questions which engaged the 
attention of members. The earnest pro- 
tost made haB compelled Sir John to re- 
consider his former statement, and it is 
aunouncod that the right to vote will be 
given to those Indians possessing the re- 
auisito qualifications, in the older pro- 
-. vin'cea of tho confederation, excluding the 
Indians of Manitoba, British Columbia 
and the territories. In the closing min- 
utes of the long. silting Sir John address- 
ed tho house oh tho obstructive policy 
which was being pursued. He said it waB 
■followed by the .opposition deliberately 
for the purpose of wearying him out. It 
was a groat • compliment U> his powers, 
to .his position, but he did not think 
it' would redound to the credit of 
tho opposition, and they would find this 
ignoblo system of political strategy thrown 
in tHeir'teoth by tho manly electorate of 
tho dominion. Sir John spoke feelingly, 
and he was cheered vigorously by his sup- 
porters. It wanted eight minutes to 
twelve, and it was thought that thoro 
would be no morn speaking that night. 
But wo were mistaken. 

MR. BLAKK ROSE, 
and in those eight minutes ho crowdod 
moro matter into his speech than 1 havo 
over previously heard from a public man. 
Ho dealt chiefly with tho Indian franchise, 
arid affirmed that Sir John had only in- 
troduced it as an offset to the Ontario 
Act of tho session just' concluded. Ho 
condemned tho delay in bringing forward 
tho measure, and denied that the opposi- 
tion desired to break down tho premier's 
health. The course they had been pur- 
j -suing was to insist upon popular rights, to 
insist upon tho right to a free, full and 
ample discussion of tho bill. Tho bell in 
the clock tower boomed the hour of mid- 
night, and then tho crowd of members, 
officials and weary journalists streamed 



out into the bright moonlight and hurried 
to their homes to dream of the memora- 
ble session jtlat concluded. 

OUH NATIONAL UIGHWAY. 
The important influence which the 
Canadian Pacitic Kailway may at some 
future time oxercise on tho destinies 
of the empire has been fully indicated 
this week. A few days agu, when war 
between Great Britain and Russia seemed 
imminent, tho imperial authorities asked 
the officials of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way whether they would undertake to 
transport forthwith to tho Pacitic coast a 
quantity' of torpedoes and war material 
fur coast defence. The reply was that tho 
company could undertake tho servico im- 
mediately if required. This is surely suf- 
ficient evidence of the necessity of a 
transcontinental railway through British 
territory. Tho homo government, in tho 
event of war with any important Euro- 
pean power, would require to make a basu 
of supplies on the Pacific coast. That, it 
is well known, can only be had in your 
province, and with the coaling sta- 
tion already established, it is the 
best place to supply, provision and 
equip the fleet the duty of which is to pro- 
tect the Asiatic possessions of this mighty 
empire. Considerable discussion has 
taken place since tho 

RELIEF moPOSAW 
wero brought down as to tho reason why 
tho government should seek to retain tho 
Algoma branch. As your readers are 
doubtless aware this branch is about 110 
miles in length, and runs from Sudbury 
junction westward along the n:irth shore 
of tho Georgian bay or Lake Huron to 
Algoma mills. It was from this latter 
place that the steamers of the company 
woro to run, but after this line had been 
built at tho expenditure of, I believe, 
nearly threo millions, the C. P. R. ob- 
tainod possession of an Ontario road, tho 
Toronto, Grey it Bruce, running from 
Toronto duo north to Owen Sound on the 
Georgian bay. Owen Sound is a thriving 
town of six or seven thousand inhabitants 
with a magnificent natural harbor, and con- 
sidering thatthq section of country through 
which the T. G.efcB. runs is well-populated 
tho change from Algoma mills to Owen 
Sound as one of tho termini of tho steam- 
ers was to the advantage of the company 
in every way. Tho change, however, 
practically renders the Algoma branch 
usolesa and in view of this fact it is asked 
"Why does tho government retain it 
undor the conditions of the mortgage from 
the company last yoarl" The answor is 
that although the Algoma lino may bo 
useless for tho present it will at no dis- 
tant dato become ojiti of the greatest feed- 
ers of tho C. P. R. bocauoe of its exten- 
sion to Sault Ste Marie and connection at 
that point with the railway from St. Paul 
now under construction. When these 
roads arc both completed tho great wheat 
fields of the Northwestern States will find 
tho shortost way to Great Britain 
via tho Algoma branch of tho Canada 
Pacifio railway to ocean ports of Canada. 

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
Owing to tho protracted length of tho 
session, from one cause only— the franchise 
bill — tho usual massacre of tho innocents ia 
talked about, and among these is the bill to 
restrict and regulate Chinese immigration. 
The government have not made any intima- 
tion as to their intentions in this regard, 
but the quid mines rouud the house shake 
their heads, look wuho and say the bill is to 
bo withdrawn. Whatever is done I am 
satisfied that all your representatives will 
stand by British Columbia in insisting that 
tho bill become law. There is no doubt a 
strong feeling among the artisan population 
of Ontario against tho influx of Chinese, 
the experience of your province being a 
sufficient index of what we may expect on 
the completion of tho C. P. It. Tho tele- 
graph informed us this week of a great 
meeting you have been holding in Victoria 
to in-dst on the passing of the bill, and tho 
gathering will doubtless have the effect of 
rallying many lukewarm ones to the support 
of your representatives. 



TERRIBLE TVI'IIOID. 

Results of the Pollution of 
Water. 



WiLKKSHAititK, May 7. — The commit too 
of phyBiciaiia who examined the Plymouth 
water in reference to tho present epidemic 
report this evening that they have dis- 
covered a satisfactory explanation of the 
epidemic, and the conclusion is in perfect 
accord with tho accepted scientific theory 
of tho origin of typhoid fevor. At tho 
headwaters of the mountain streams sup- 
plying Plymouth with wator is a house m 
which typhoid fever has prevailed during 
tho last threo months. Tho excreta of 
the sick were thrown into a closet forty 
foot from the stream and was washed into 
tho Btream by the March ruins. The fovor 
broke out about two weeks after tho 
stream was polluted, and thus far a thou- 
sand persons have been poisoned. About 
eighty-five have died.

MM. STEPHEN'S LETTER. 

Tliu luLtur of Mr. Guu. Sttttjliun, inci- 
dent of tho Canadian Pacific Railway Coin- 
pany, to which [illusion was made yester. 
day, has been laid boforo parliament. 
Mr. Stephen complains that tho credit of 
tho company lias been dam;i!»od by reports 
industriously circulated to tho etfect that 
tho fine would never p:\y working expenses 
and that tho government would be com- 
pelled to take possession and work it at a 
loss variously estimated at from 000, 000 
to §8,000,000 por annum, '"heso state- 
ments, he says, frightened capitalists, and 
the stock became unsaleable* above 40; 
that. the amount of the loan provided by 
the act of, last .Bossion wits §22, 500, 000, 
$7,500,000 of .wllieh wore appropriated to 
pay existing obligations, leaving $15,000,- 
000, for the purpose of completing the 
contract, and this amount, taken with the 
§12,710,000 unpaid subsidy then in the 
hands of the government, made a total of 
§27,710,000, which was available to carry 
on tho work under contract; that the 
mode provided by the act for obtaining 
payment out of Una fund made it impos- 
sible that any part of it could bo drawn 
from the government for any purpose ex- 
cept for tho bare cost of construction and 
for rolling stock; that iho government 
advanced tho money to the company, Jobs 
10 per cent., upon the actual cost of the 
work. Tho company roport that they ax- 
ponded on main line and branches §52,- 
595,842; on equipment, $9,108,755; on 
improvement of government lines, §1,- 
241,780; tho material on hand amounts 
to §3,087,72!). They have expended on 
advances to secure access to the seaboard, 
and for other purposes within the charter, 
and on based lines, §5,857,223. The total 
expenditure to 31at Decombor last-was 
$72,551,320. Tho company have received 
from tho government about 700 miles of 
railway costing about §32,000,000; sub- 
sidy, §25,000,000; loan, §22,500,000; and 
government guarantee for §7,500,000; tho 
company have received from tho public 
treasury to pay interest on dividends, §5,- 
378,000; interest on land grant bonds, 
§582,734. Trioro remains in the hands of 
the government the sum which tho 
company intends shall bo applied, not 
to tho railway, hut to pay Uie stockholders' 
dividends, amounting to .§14,228,288, 
making a total of §20,300,000. 
Mr: Stephen says that the expenditure 
during tho year, outside of the contract 
for the purpose of furnishing machinery, 
elevators and workshops, and providing 
terminal facilities, will amount to about 
§5,000,000, and that in order to keep 
■faith with the shareholders provision had 
,_tp bo made for tho payment of the pro cu- 
rsed extra dividend, so that the interest 
pnid during tho year amounted to §3,- 
000,000. Mr. Stephen says that the 
amount remaining in the hands of the 
government on the .'31st December last 
was §8,720,940, being sufficient to com 
plete tho performance of all the obliga- 
tions of the company under the contract. 
In order that the company may procure 
additional capital for, the efficient work 
ing of the r lad, Mr. Stephen proposes 
that the §35,000,000 of unsold stock shall 
be cancelled; that authority be given the 
company to issue in lieu thereof §35,000,000 
of 4 per cent 50 year mortgage bonds, that 
shall be a first oharge upon the ro.nl; that 
the government shall accept §15,0u0,000 
of these bonds in part settlement of the 
loan to the corn pany, mid that the balance 
of the loan is to bb paid oti' by a reduc- 
tion of tho land grant at the rate of ^2 
per acre. The company propose to build 
the Manitoba and Southwestern Railway, 
and to complete the line to Sault and Ste.

R. t> 
some ocean port in the maritime prov- 
inces, and to extend the Ontario division 
to tho Detroit river. To enable the com 
pany to provide for present wants, they 
Bsk for a loan of §5,000,000 for a period of 
eighte.eu months, to bo secured by a lien 
. on the postal subsidy payable by tho gov- 
ernment, and by a deposit with the com 
pany of §5,000,000 of 4 per cent mort- 
gage bonds. If these terms are accepted, 
the company ink that an amount of the 
land grant iii tho hands of the govern- 
ment, equivalent to tho number of acres 
deducted from tho laud grant must be 
cancelled, the balance of theso bonds to 
be returned to the company. The Lon- 
don Advertiser and other liberal journals 
say that the company have aid far beyond 
their actual expenses, and call on parlia- 
ment to carefully consider the whole mat- 
ter. ■' It is even suggested by sonic jour- 
nals who profess to be alarmed at the way 
in which the Canadian Pacific company 
have involved the finances of tho country 
that tho opposition in parliament should 
talk against time and thus precipitate a 
catastrophe which all British citizens 
should wish to see averted, viz: tho ruin 
of the Canadian Puoific company.

COLONEL UTTEM'S BOLD DASU. 

Tho dash of Colonel Otter on Pound, 
maker's forces was successful. It was 
made against orders; and Pouudmaker 
wub routed and talton prisoner, together 
with 130 of his followers. It was a bold 
and plucky thing in this citizen soldier to 
attack an enemy numerically his superior 
and postod on ground of his own selee 
tion.- Tho exploit is seasoned with the 
spice that Lord Nelson found so pleasant 
at Copenhagen — disobedience. Gen. Mid- 
dloton'a plan was to relievo Prince Albert, 
whoro Colonel Irvine and 300 mounted 
police are belcagured, and then, taking 
steamboats, to' relievo Battleford;' de- 
feating Pouudmaker and Big Hear on the 
way. Colonel Ottor, wo take it, was in- 
structed to stand on tho defensive;, but 
he is a man of action, and preferred to do 
a littlo fighting on Ids own account. His 
losses are very sevoro, the dead number- 
ing 41 and the wounded number- 
ing probably twice as many mure. 
The aim of a wiso commander is 
to waste as few lives in attain- 
ing his object as possible. Hence, 
Gen. Middloton at the battle of Fish 
Crook loBt only eight men killed and some 
3H wounded; and in the fighting at lia- 
touche, which lasted throo days, he lost 
but six killed outright and 32 wounded. 
Col. Otter in his single fight with Pound- 
maker, begun contrary to orders, has lost 
in killed and wounded at least 150 men. 
This is a terriblo mortality, indeed; and 
wo. cannot help thinking that " if Gen. 
Middleton's orders had not been trans- 
gressed much, if not all, of tho loss might 
have been prevented. A commander who 
wilfully disobeys the orders of his chief 
'assumes a heavy responsibility; and when 
through his disobedience is involved a loss 
of life which, had he not been restive 



The Prohibition MovciuciUr- 
IVcws Notes From the 
Capital. 

(From our Special Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 9th. 

GOING FOK T1U5 FRENCHMEN. 
Thoro was a lively time in tho chamber 
yesterday respecting an editorial which 
recently appeared in the Toronto News. 
That journal on several occasions recently 
has been giving the French Canadians 
what the Yankees term "Helen Blazes;" 
but a week ago it transcended all its pre- 
vious efforts in a violent attack on the 
Ouobeoors, intimating plainly that the 
French-speaking province was the great 
drag on the wheels of confederation and 
that all its representatives wore actuated 
only by personal interest, grabbing every- 
thing for themselves and leaving nothing 
for the other provinces. The indignation 
of the Frenchmen is at white heat, and 
seemingly tho matter was brought up in 
tho house to ascertain which party tho pa- 
per spoke for. The leaders on both sides 
disavowed it, each striving to make out that 
the News represented the other side. The 
real facts in the case are that tho News 
was originally started by the proprietors 
of the Toronto Mail. About a year ago 
it w as sold to E. E. Sheppard, a Canadian 
who has had an extensive training on tho 
press of the United States. He is a dem- 
ocrat of the most pronounced typo, goes 
in for Americanizing our institutions, and 
while pretending to be independent giveB 
a general support to tho reform party 
j from the fact that, his platform is in ac- 
| cord with many of the planks in the lib 
j eral one. His journal, however, can by 
I no means he considered as committing 
J any political party to its views.

| As your renders are,. : a ware the chief libra- 
nan, Dr. Alpheus Todd, died about A 
year ago; Since his demise the duties of 
tho oliico have been performed by Mr. 
Decelles, the first assistant librarian. It 
is now proposed to divide the duties of 
librarian by creating two offices— parlia- 
mentary librarian and general librarian. 
Mr. Decelles will occupy one position and 
the other is to be given to Mr. J. Griffin, 
both gentlemen to receive a salary of 
§3000 each. I am personally acquainted 
with Mr. (iriffin and know him to be well 
qualified fur the position. He has a 
thorough knowledge of books, is an ex- 
cellent scholar and a clever writer, if the 
latter were a necessary qualification for 
the post. At the samo time I am bound 
to' say his appointment is not a popular 
one. Flo is hated by tho reformers for 
the way he has slashed at them in the 
Mail during the past five years, while the 
Quebecers, on the other hand, maintain 
that there was no necessity for a dual 
headship in tho library, but, that the po- 
sition should have been given to Mr. 
Decelles, an English Canadian having 
held the post previously, and turn about 
is their motto. 

THE PROHIBITION MOVEMENT. 
The upper chamber this week has been 
wrestling with the Scott Act. Two 
amendments by Senator Mclnnes (B. C.) 
were accepted. One provides that cities 
should bo included in the electoral dis- 
tricts of British Columbia and tho othor 
substituting that the notice provided for 
in section of the act shall, as far as re- 
lates to British Columbia, be deposited in 
the registry offices in the respective elec- 
toral districts, or in the sheriffs' offices in 
such districts; tho notices in he deposited 
in tho offices of the registrar of voters in 
Barkeryille for the electoral district of 
Cariboo; Kamloops for the district of 
Yalo, and in the cities of New Westmin- 
ster, Victoria and Nanaimo for tho dis- 
tricts of New Westminster) Victoria and 
Vancouver. The chief amendment <rnade 
by '.the senate is of a retrograde character 
so far as the principle of prohibition goes. 
It is in the direction of the liberal tem- 
perance movement, to which I referred 
in a previous communication, and the 
advocates of the movement are in tho 
seventh heaven of delight at t.ho unex- 
pected impetus given to their propositions. 
Tho section inserted provides that dealers 
in ales, porter, lager beer, cider and light 
wines containing not inure than 12 per 
cent, of alcohol bo exempt from the op- 
oration of the Act. " It is generally 
believed that when tho bill. gooH 
back to the commons for concurrence that 
it will bo struck out immediately. Temper- 
ance sentiment in the lower chamber is too 
strong to permit °* an y trifling on the ques- 
tion, the tendency of the times being to 
make still stronger tho bands of prohibition 
rather than to weaken (hem.

m. All the committee work is over, and in 
the mornings members air themselves on 
the brow of Parliament Hill overlooking 
Ottawa river.

How the Foul Deeds were Done. 

A Bad Indian who Needs Hang- 
ing. 

I The Edmonton Bulletin of May. 2 
has arrived. It announces tho arrival 
of General Btrango's command on the 
preceding- Friday. Colonel Smith's bat- 
talion was expected in a few days. Tho 
mounted men of tho force crossed first 
followed by the rifles, and these by the 
ammunition and supply train of about 
200 wagons and carts. Ah the G5th 
formed on tho north side they were 
given three hearty cheers by tho crowd 
on the bank above them, to which they 
responded. The mounted men proceed- 
ed directly to the raco course in rear of 
the town and camped. The 05th march- 
ed into the fort, where 'company 5 re- 
mained, and companies 2, and 7 pro- 
ceeded to the race course, where the 
teams were also sent. 

11IO BEAK AND THE i'ROU LAKE MASSAC! It E. 

Big Bear, who ia the prime mover in 
the late bloody work at Fort Pitt, is 
well known to many residents of Ed- 
monton, who formerly resided at Fort 
Pitt. Mr. J. Sinclair, who was in 
charge of Fort Pitt for tho H. B. Co., 
for twelve years, is well acquainted 
with him, and gives the following par- 
ticulars: He is a plain Crue, a native 
of the Carlton region, and is about GO 
years of age. He is of short stature, 
thin and odd looking. Ilia appearance 
is anything but impressive. Ho speaks 
with a loud voice, but is short of 
breath, and is not an orator by any 
means. About twenty years ago he re- 
moved from Carlton to Pitt, and be- 
came the head man of a small band of 
his relatives who resided at Pitt, num- 
bering about twelve tents, or perhaps 
twenty men. lie never was recognized 
as a chief until after treaty six was 
made, and he removed to Cypress Mills. 
At Fort Pitt he was' frequently em- 
ployed by the Hudson's Day Company 
as a buffalo hunter, and had the reputa- 
tion of being a good Indian. His band, 
however, were generally rascals, the 
greatest his nephew named Little Pop- 
lar. During a famine which occured 
thirteen years ago, caused by the bulla-, 
lo leaving for tho south, and the Indi- 
ans being unable to follow them, they 
began to kill the Hudson's Bay cattle, 
but were prevented, from continuing 
the practice through the efforts of Big 
Bear. He and his band seldom engaged 
in war, but they were notorious for 
stealing horses from tho Bluckfeet. He 
was thought to bo rather cowardly. On 
one occasion four Crees were attacked 
opposite Fort Pitt by a large band of 
Blackfeet, while Big Bear was in the 
fort with eight men. He refused to go 
to their assistance, although Mr. Sin- 
clair offered him the use of the bout 
and the Hudson's Bay horses. The four 
(JreeH, however, succeeded in escaping. 
On several occasions his actions showed 
that his courage was not of thejiigliest 
order. At the making of treaty No. G, 
in ltSGo, Big Bear refused to accept 
the tonus offered to and accepted by 
the rest. Ho wanted to see first how 
the promises made by the government 
would be carried out. Pending a depi 
sion he removed to Cypress Hills, 
where he remained for six or seven 
years, gathering a larger number of dis- 



contentfd spirits around him each year. 
Between frequent spats with the Bluck- 
feet and incursions to the States his 
men became much more expert than 
formerly in the art of war, and he came 
to bo looked upon as a big chief, equal 
in importance to Pi-a pot. At last cir- 
cumstances, in the shape of a few bulla 
lo and many United States troops, 
coupled with profuse promises from 
tho Indian department, induced the 
Bear to return to his old stamping 
ground near Pitt some two years ago. 
Although he toobthe treaty he refused 
to go on a reserve, always having an 
excuse readv. During the winter be- 
fore last he freighted one trip from Pitt 
to Edmonton. Ho always kept moving 
about and fomented discontent wher- 
ever, he went, which the management 
of the Indian department made easy, 
especially among the Fort Pitt Indi- 
ans, who never had a good reputation, 
ami of whom he seems to have secured 
control, A large number of the origin- 
al band of Sweet GraBS, then head 
chief of the Crees, but now dead for 
several years, seems to bo under his 
.ontrol, and hare taken a prominent 
part in the Fort Pitt butchery." The re- 
mainder of .the band of Sweet Grass 
are near Battleford under Little Pine. 
Report has it that Littlo Bear, who 
has a wall-eye, killed throe of tho white 
men, probably the mill hands; Pa-pa- 
ino-cha-qua-o (the moving spirit) 
killed Delaney, the farm instructor; 
and Wa pa-soos(light hair) killed Rev} 
Pere Fafar. The manner of their death 
is confirmed asfirststaed in thoBulletin, 
and notasstated in the Battleford repors. 
Quinn, Delaney and the two prieate 
were taken prisoners in their homes. 
Quinn refused to consider himself a 
prisoner or to obey the Indians in 
going where he was' told. The Indian 
having him in charge then shot him. 
Dolaney and his wife, seeing this, be- 
gan to run, when Delaney ' was shot 
and his wife taken again. The priests 
were shot while attempting to perform 
service ovor the bodies. Their blood 
being up, the Indians then went and 
cleaned out the five mill hands but the 
manner of their death is not yet known 
here. There is an enthusiastic and 
universal desire among Mr. Bear's num- 
erous acquaintances to see him wind 
up his long, if not useful career, look 
ing through a hempen collar, They 
think if the band is broken up and not 
destroyed, they will take refuge in the 
woods, and be a terror to settlers, at 
least as horse thieves for years. Unlike 
most of the Saskatchewan Crees, Big 
Bear and his band make no pretentions 
to any form of Christianity. By strict 
attention to business they have succeed- 



ed in amassing a reputation for un- 
adulterated deviltry which is equalled 
by. few and excelled by none. 

3IUS, DELANEY'S FATE. 

Mrs. Delaney is being terribly used 
being traded around among the Indiana, 
and cannot live long. Twelve days ago 
Big Bear was camped on the east side 
of Fog Creek, with forty tents, await- 
ing the return of his scouts, four of 
whom went to Whitehall Lake.aix to 
Lac la Biehe, and fifteen southwurd. 
Unless Tie ban largely increase his band 
ho will probably join Pouudmaker.

The Status of the Samoa Is- 
lands. 

How Gordon was Left to Die. 
An English Lord Falls in a Fit. 

London, May 1 1. — There was a seri- 
ous disturbance in the vicinity of Tot- 
tenham Court road about midnight on 
Saturday. Four or five men, who had 
been ejected from the European Club, 
raised the cry that they had been 
swindled and assaulted in tho club 
house. A mob of roughs quickly collect- 
ed, and smashed the windows of the 
building. A force of police soon arriv- 
ed, and while some surrounded tho 
building others proceeded to search the 
pre mi sea The police failed to find the 
alleged gamblers, and jumping to the 
conclusion that they had escaped to a 
to a neighboring social democratic 
club the police hastened thither and 
forced open the doors. While the police 
were searching the upper floors of this 
building the mob smashed in the win- 
dows below imil looted tho refreshment 
bar in the basement, taking liquors, ci- 
gars, and even coats and umbrellas 
belonging to members of the club. The 
members, among whom were Socialists 
of all nationalities, resented the intru- 
sion of t he police, asserting that there 
had been no gambling in the club. A 
fret light with the police ensued, many 
of the members being badly injured. 
Fifty of llifiiu were arrested, and were 
arraigned this morning, when all but 
six were liberated after their wounds 
had been dressed. No gamblers were 
found. The six men detained will be 
charged with hindering the police in 
the execution of their duty. It turned 
out later that the men who were eject- 
ed from the European club were des- 
perados w ho had forced their way into 
t he club house. When ejected, they 
created a row. The European is simply 
a social club. 

London, Mav 1 l.--Earl Derby, Col- 
onial Secretary, replying to a strong 
request from the Government of New 
Zealand to the English Government to 
annex, the Samoa Islands on tho ground 
that the native chiefs wished union 
with England, sent, a despatcb of Jan- 
uary tift.li, announcing that the Ger- 
man Government had given ample as- 
surances that it would respect the in- 
dependence of Samoa. If, therefore, he 
concluded, New Zealand should unfor- 
tunately send a Colonial Secretary to 
Samoa, Germany would be justified in 
annexing the Island. The Premier of 
New Zealand then suggested an alter- 
native treaty between England, Ger- 
many and America to respect the 
neutrality of the Island. 

London, May 4. -A profound ;ien- 
sation has been caused in and around 
the War Ollice by the' explosion of a 
rhetorical torpedo, in the Fortnightly 
Review, which publishes an article by 
Charles Williams, Soudan correspond- 
ent of the Chronicle, substantially 
proving the incompetency of Sir Charles 
Wilson and the virtual manslaughter 
of Gordon by his negligence. Mr. 
Williams' story, fortified by data of 
.Ilia own observation, is that Sir Charles 
Wilson, an otlicer of engineers, never 
having Inula command, but strong in 
influence at the Horse Guards, whs un- 
der Stewart, who fell at Abu-Kleu. By 
a sheer technical accident, Lord Wol- 
.seley .in his general orders not having 
named a second in command, the direc- 
tion to make further march on Khar- 
toum came to Sir Charles Wilson. On 
Wednesday, January 21st, he was on 
the Nile, near Metenineh, where Lord 
Charles Bererford had two steamers 
already examined and repaired by 
naval artificers. Before 3 o'clock on 
that afternoon they could have started 
for Khartoum, hut did not go, through 
their departure was urged by Kasliin 
el Nus, who commanded Gordon's 
fleet. Wednesday passed. Thursday 
was "dawdled away in conversation 
with Gordon's steamer crews. f^riday 
came and went in the same aimless 
fashion; but on Friday night it was 
given out that the steamers would cer- 
tainly start in tho morning." Satur- 
day morning came, but Sir Charles 
Wilson did not start. It was high j 
noon on Saturday before ho-werit,. sixty- 
nine hours after he had been urged to 
start by Kasin el Nus. When lie did 
go at noon on Saturday Sir Charles 
Wilson insisted on stopping for the 
night just above the camp, under the 
plea of woodirigthe vessels, which were 
th'eii crammed with wood enough for 
many days' steaming. Gordon perish- 
ed on Monday, the 2Gth, Wilson got 
near Khartoum on Wednesday, the 
28th. Leaving on the morning of the 
25th, he was three days on the way. 
Had he started when urged by Gordon's 
deputy on the 21st he would have 
reached Khartoum on Saturday the 
24-th, or, at most, Sunday, the 25th, 
and in time torulievoGordon. Mr. Wil- 
liams shows that Sir Charles Wilson's 
orders were peremptory to proceed at 
once. Even when getting near Khar- 
toum he made no effort to learn the 
whys and wherefores or to ascertain 
the fate of Gordon. 

London; May 1 1.— -During the dis- 
cussion in the House of Lords, this 
afternoon, concerning the Government's 
position with Russia, a dramatic and 
exciting incident occurred. The Duke 
of Argyle was making a speech in de- 
fense of Mr. Gladstone's policy on 
Egyptian matters, when the solemn 
body was staitled out of all propriety 



by a piercing shriek. The cry came from 
Baron Dormer, Liberal.- He sprang to 
Bis fe.et anti-then sank to the „ floor. It 
was soon seen that the Baron was in a 
fit and unconscious. Doctor were sum- 
moned, and they succeeded, after much 
labor, in restoring consciousness, and 
thei Baron was soon afterward removed 
to his home.

Ho Hays this is a steamboat owners' littlu 
fiatue. I cannot see it, nor can anyone 
that knows the upper country, for steam - 
boat owners do not, generally speaking, 
take freight over a wagon road, unless it 
ia a portage. Lie says steamers run by 
Kamloops, 150 miles further around. 
Can any man in British Columbia tell mo 
how freight could lie taken 150 miles far- 
ther around by Kamloops I "Traveller" 
should study tho g'eflgrapjiy of the inte- 
rior before ha informs the public of the 
table of distances on the mainland. The 
distance, Mr. Editor, from Yale to Savona 
ferry by watron road is 133 miles, which 
ia the furthest point east that freight 
Mould be taken. From there to Kam- 
loops is some 25 or lib' miles: by water, and 
freight taken from Sivona to Kamloops 
would have to bo returned to Savona for 
shipment to Cariboo.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From David F. Fee, asking for street 
lines' oh Quadra aud Xorth Park streets. 
Granted. 

From Catherine Holtz, asking street lines 
in front of Park Hotel/ Granted. 

From II. Percy Blunohard, asking that 
the water works be continued to his resi- 
dence on Harrison street und also that the 
'street be put iu condition for traffic. 

The communication was received and the 
elerk instructed to inform Mr. BJanchard 
that no pipes could bo laid until the street 
was deeded to tho city. 

From G. Steers and others requesting 
that a six foot sidewalk be laid on Yates 
streot from corner of Cook to the school 
gate. Referred to street committee for re- 
port. 

From C. Bossi, stating that a gutter was 
running into the foundation of a building 
owned by him, aud endangering tho pro- 
perty.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AGAIN. 

Coun. Grant referred to the fact that 
the revenue would bo largely increased 
and they would have suthcient to pay 
the 812,500 for the electric light, which he 
thought should be done, as h would be in 
the interest of economy, and the rate- 
payers could bo appealed to if the exten- 
sion of tho light was decided on. 

Coun. Braden did not think the amount 
should bo taken from current revenue, 
but that a by-law should bo submitted to 
the citizens for tho purpose of borrowing 
£20,000, and buying and adding to the 
light. 

Coun. Ward roferred to the fact that 
the council were already owing tho bank 
a considerable amount, and would pro- 
bably owe about §40,000 beforo the re- 
ceipts of this year would bo available., 
He also variously referred to the aiireoi 
moot with the company and to the ddl'er- 
ont phases of the case. There would not 
be funds sufficient to pay for the light out 
of the currunt revenue, and the proper 
way would be to submit a bylaw to the 
people, for raising the money required. 
He would move iu amendment that in 
order to carry out tho purchase of tho 
electric light in accordance with tho re- 
commendation of the . roport, it is ex- 
pedient to bring a bylaw before the rate- 
payers forthe purpose of obtaining funds 
for that purpose. A" 

Coun. Bradon seconded tho motion. 

Coun. Teague favored the purcbasing 
of tho light out of the current revenue 
and appealing to tho ratepayers for money 
to extend it. 

Coun. Warner thought that tho sub- 
mitting of a bylaw would bo the best 
plan', for it would add :?20,000 to the cur- 
rent revonuo, which could be spent on 
the streets, and thoy ncoded every dollar 
that could bo procured. 

Coun. Grant again went into figures. 

Coun. Kobertson said tho electric light 
was taken over and had to be paid for, and 
there was no necessity of going again to 
the ratepayers. There was no use in tnlk- 
iug about tho matter — enough talk and gas 
had been expended in discussing the matter 
to light tho city. If the matter hnd been 
over gas alone it would have long ago been 
settled. 

Coun. Ward said that so far as ho was 
concerned ho had no more interest in the 
gas company than Coun. Robertson. It 
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ikildisk. way- of doing- things, to pay 
1-2,500 ont- of .the current revenue and 
then go to tho people to borrow £8,000 for 
extending tho light. 

Alter n few other explanations the amend- 
ment of Coun. Ward was put and lost. 

Coun.. Grant's motion, hi ought up at the 
last nieotiug, was then-carried— tivo to four. 

Coun. Ward said it would now be neces- 
sary to arrange for the borrowing of tho 
funds requisite from the bank. 

Ill SIDEWALKS. 

Tho notice ot motion of Conn. Smith 
that certain sidewalks be constructed on 
Michigan aud other oonneotitig streets on 
James Bay, to the amount of £280, was 
road. 

Coim. .McKillican seconded the motion. 

Coun. Teague was afraid all the revenue 
Would be spent in James Bay ward. 

Coun. Warner said it had been decided on 
tho start to spend an equal amount in each 
ward. 

Coun. Robertson thought tho works at 
present ordered should be carried out bo- 
fore any new works were begun. 

Coun. Earle said that this was being 
done, though si mie streets ordered to bo 
gravelled could not bo done ad there was 
no gravel, and macadam was being manu 
factored for the purpose. 

The motion carried. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Moved by Coun. Robertson, seconded 
by Coun. McKillican, that a further re 
port be made iu reference to the Church 
hill way, whether a plan had been de- 
posited, aud it it. wis the property ot the 
city or not. Carried. 

The first reading of a bylaw for the 
prevention of cruelty t< • animals was car- 
ried. 

The bylaw for the revision of tho as- 
sessment roll was read a second time. 

Coun. Braden called the attention of 
the council to the bad state of the dram 
on Birdcage Walk. It wus a nuisance aud 
a detriment to health, and if the council 
would dig the trench Mr. Wilson would 
connect with it by a drain of vitrified 
pipe- 
On motion of Coun. Teague, Mr. Wil- 
son's offer was accepted and the work or- 
dered to be carried out . 

Coun. Robertson said that ratepayers 
wore asking fur a copy of the assessment 
roll, und he would recommend that it lie 
printed, and those receiving them pay for 
the same. 

LI is worship said tho list At tho city 
clerk's oflice was always open to inspec- 
tion and it would not bo right to print it 
before the revision took place. 

Coun. Bradon thought that Douglas 
street should be continued to Dallas road. 
At present it stopped al Kanaka row; but 
tho property for continuing the samo 
could now be bought cheap. He would 
ask that the councillors consider tho mat- 
ter. 

Coun. McKillican asked if the water 
committee were moving iu the matter of 
submitting another bylaw to tho rate- 
payers for the purpose of increasing the 
water supply. A. report might be had 
from a competent engineer stating the 
full cost of the reservoir system and alto 
Hiibuiitti ng the plan of a second main from 
the works to connect with tho reservoirs. 
The people were under a dread that tho 
£70,000 of tho last bylaw would not nearly 
cover the cost. 

Coun. Smith said the matter of sub- 
mitting an amended bylaw similar to tho 
last was under consideration; but the 
second main system would be injudicious 
at the present time and was not being in- 
troduced. 

Coun. Robertson doubted tho power of 
tho council tn submit a second bylaw, and 
also whether any bylaw submitted extend- 
ing the water works would not be treated 
in the samo way as tho lust. 

Council adjourned,

Gabriel's Cuossino, May 18. — Troops 
have crossed the Saskatchewan river and 
proceeded via Duck lake to L'rinee Albert, 
which place they will probably roach to-day.

Kiel says Lawrence Clark, of tho Hudson 
liay Company, precipitated the uprising.

Kiel 
was absent from Batouche at the time, and 
on his return found that his people were iu 
arms and had determined to plunder the 
stores before the troops mentioned by Clark 
arrived, ttiel denied Ihut he was leader of 
tho rebellion, and says he can prove lie 
wanted to go back to the United Suites, but 
would not be allowed, lie expects to be 
hanged, and devotes the greater part of his 
time to fnsting and prayer. 

A courier reports to Gen. Middleton that 
while on the way from Hatouehe to l'rinee 
Albert on Wednesday, lie met (lin e Indians 
twelve miles beyond Lepine's crossing. 
While talking in the Indians, Gabriel Du- 
mont, Itiel'.H lieutenant, appeared on the 
bluff, and asked thefourier what he wanted. 
The courier asked Ditmoul to give himself 
up, saving. Gi n. Middleton promised him a 
fair trial. Duinont replied that he had 
arms, intended to light, and would not be 
taken alive. The rebel lieutenant, with a 
few followers, was last senu yesterday, pro- 
ceeding from a open prairie towards tbe 
ruins of Hatouehe. 

EASTERN STATES. 
. Baltimore, May IN. An injured wife 
living here last uight took a horrible revengo 
upon tho paramour of hor husband. Long 
suspecting his in fidelity , Mrs. Mamie 
Bl'UCO, tracked her husband to the house at 
No. 115 Xorth Front street, kept by Mrs. 
Mamie Miger. Burning for revenge upon 
her unknown rival, Sirs. Lfruck purchased 
a pint of vitriol, which she poured into a 
beer glass. Shu then proceeded to Miger's 
house, and learned that her husband was in 
a certain room on the second tloor. Bush- 
ing up stairs she burst into the room, and 
discovered tho guilty pair. In a rage Mrs. 
Brueo sprang forward 'and dashed the con- 
tents of the glass into the sleeping woman's 
face. With a shriek the victim rolled upon 
the floor, when Mrs. Urn eo bent hor on the 
head with the glass, knocking her victim 
senseless. When .Mrs. Bruce threw the 
vitrei some of it splashed on Bruce 's face, 
and ho sprang up wilh a howl of pain. 
Upon seeing him in pain, Mrs. Brace burst 
into tears and implored his forgiveness, 
saying she did not intend to injure him. 
She then hurried out to get some sweet oil 
to relieve his sulforiugs. Mrs. Miger had 
regained consciousness, and her screams 
attracted the attention of the police, who 
took possession of the premises and arrest- 
ed Mrs. Bruce upon hoi return with tho oil. 
Mrs. Bruce is a very pretty young woman 
and very respectably connected. She is 
held at the central police siation and is ter- 
ribly exercised over her husband's injuries, 
but is thrown into a rago whenever Mrs. 
Miger's name is mention, Physicians who 
attended the latter have pronounced her in- 
juries fatal. She is terribly burned about 
the head, shoulders ami arms, her eyes be- 
ing literally burned out. Bruce's injuries 
are painful but not serious.

Barry (de n.) changed 
hia vote to John A. Ljgan, and the wild- 
est confusion prevailed.

-A special from 
St. Petersburg describes a scene between 
tho Czar aud Do Gicrs. ThoCzar sent an 
aido-dn esmp to summon De Giors in hot 
hasto to bio presence. When the minister 
arrived the Czar opened the conversation 
by saying: "Do Giers, you havo boon 
promising far too much. " 

De Giers, embarrassed, replied: "Sire, 
my statements havo been exaggerated in 
London ." 

The Czar replied : "1 shall never give 
up any single essential point, nor allow- 
any reflection to be placed upon General 
Komaroil, who, throughout, has acted 
with discretion and moderation,.." 

After this De Giers offered his resigna- 
tion, which, however, thanks to tbe 
mediation of tho empress, was not ac- 
cepted. De Giers' position is rather 
;haky, but it is stdl firmly believed here 
that war has been averted. 

OREGON. 
Portland, Or., May 19.— A disastrous 
fire occurred at Salem at 13 o'clock this 
morning. The foundry and agricultural 
implement store of D. J. W. Deval and 
W. Q. Adams, buildings constructed side 
by side, were totally destroyed with all 
their contents, the loss being £8,800; in- 
surance, 83,500. It, is almost certain that 
the fire was the work of an incendiary. 
It is stated that an attempt was also mado 
to fire tho (louring mill.

Law, I8S4. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
Gity of Victoria aa follows : 

1. Section 15 of tho Buildings Removal 
By-Iiaw, 1884, is hereby amended by 
striking out the word "Application" in 
the first line and substituting the word 
" applicant " therefor, and by striking out 
" iffi " ami anlihtituting "810" therefor. 

2. Section 1 of tho said By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out the 
words " one hundred " between tho words 
"least "and "dollars" and substituting 
the words "two hundred and fifty" 
therefor, and by striking out all tho words 
afler the word "dollars." 

li. Section 5 of tho said By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out tho words 
" any person moving" at tho commence- 
ment thereof, and substituting tho words 
"every person who has obtained per- 
mission as aforesaid to removo. " 

4. The said By-Law is horoby further 
amended by inserting therein '.ho follow- 
ing clause iiB section aud by striking out 
the figure ti and substituting tho figure 7 
at the commencement of tho section now 
numbered "6."
